On  April  14,  1975,  the  Bangor  Symphony  Orchestra  presented  a  world  premier  of  "The  Birth  Of  Liberty, "  a  musical 
portrayal  of  the  Battle  of  the  Margaretta.  The  musical  score  was  composed  by  Dr.  John  Akins  and  was  based  on  a 
poem  by  Dr.  Stanley  E.  Moody,  Professor  of  English  and  Speech  at  U.M.M. 
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The  University  of  Maine  at  Machias  has  long  been  known  as  a  prime  and  moving  force  behind  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  arts  in  Washington  County.  This  year  the  campus  achieved  even  greater  renown  as  the 
campus  hosted  a  diversified  selection  of  cultural  events. 

In  November,  Lois  Steele  Clapp  and  Elizabeth  Pinney  Stoll  presented  an  evening  of  eighteenth  century 
entertainment.  Their  program  included  compositions  for  the  harpsichord  and  viola  da  gamba  written  by 
Bach,  Abel,  Coperario  and  a  variety  of  keyboard  works  by  anonymous  Dutch  composers. 

March  brought  the  Downeast  Chamber  Players  who  offered  a  program  of  classical  music  from  the  eigh¬ 
teenth,  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  The  Players  also  presented  a  woodwind  workshop  to  Uni¬ 
versity  music  classes. 

Also  in  March  was  the  production  of  "The  Adventures  of  the  Incomparable  MULLA  NASRUDIN".  The 
production  was  presented  by  "Threeater",  a  theater  of  three  from  Bryant  Pond,  Maine.  Later  that  month 
Dr.  John  R.  Akins,  Associate  Professor  of  Music  atU.M.M.  presented  a  piano  recital.  He  offered  com¬ 
positions  by  Brahams,  Liszt,  Joplin  and  Copland  as  well  as  three  of  his  own  compositions. 

April  14,  the  popular  Bangor  Symphony  Orchestra  presented  a  varied  program  of  classical  music.  The 
highlight  of  the  evening  was  a  world  premiere  of  "The  Birth  of  Liberty".  This  number  portraying  the 
capture  of  tire  British  Schooner  Margaretta,  was  written  for  the  upcoming  bicentennial  celebration.  The 
musical  score  was  composed  by  Dr.  John  Akins  and  was  based  on  a  poem  by  Dr.  Stanley  E.  Moody, 
Professor  of  English  and  Speech  at  U.M.M. 

The  campus  offered  a  host  of  art  works  to  the  appreciation  of  students  and  visitors  alike. 

The  Marin  Collection  offered  works  by  Paul  Jenkins,  William  Zorach,  John  Marin  and  Oscar  Blumner. 
Watercolors  by  Margaret  Manter  and  Susie  Wass  Thompson  occupied  the  lower  level  of  Torrey  Hall 
and  Mrs.  Thompson  was  feted  at  a  reception  in  her  honor  during  her  exhibit.  Selections  from  the 
U.M.M.  Collection  and  the  Marin  Family  Collection  graced  administrative  offices  and  included  works 
by  Arthur  Thompson,  Vincent  Hartgen,  Yasuo  Kunioyoshi  Karl  Schrag  and  Max  Weber. 

Many  of  the  cultural  events  presented  were  sponsored  jointly  by  the  University  Cultural  Affairs  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Maine  State  Commission  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities.
